of Philadelphia, who has carried 
the case through its nine-year 
course of litigation.

This results in five wells in a small 
space of land that should not have 
more than one, five times the ex- 
pense and five times as much oil 
produced ag is needed.”

Moody Sees a Premature 
Price Weakening; Bonus 
Menace Threatens 


Moody's Weekly Review of Fi- 
nancial Conditions in its current 
dau says in part: | 

“A premature weakening of 
commodity prices has been the 


chief recent development. General 


trade is more dependent than usua! 


upon the question of prices; and in 


the typical year there is a steady 
advance from midsummer to Jan- 
uary based upon the large purchas- 
ing power engendered by the au- 
tumn trade. Thus our stock and 
bond markets seem to be a truc 
barometer of the business situation. 

“One industry which however is 
booming is the production and 
sale of electricity: Every month 
this year has shown a large gain 
over last year. The producers are 
not much affected by labor cost, 
because they do not employ much 
labor, while coal is cheaper than 
it was a year ago; and therefore 
profits are satisfactory. 

“Bonus legislation is again com- 
ing to the front as an investment 
factor; and tentatively the costs 
are estimated around $800,000.00 
for the first four years, or $1,137,- 
000,000 for the first twenty years. 
The immediate Federal expense 
is unlikely to prove large enough 
to seriously hurt the bond mark 
ket; but.the ultimate outlay prom- 
ises to so great as to indefinite- 
ly postpone any reduction of the 
Federal taxes paid by investors. 

“The so-called gold glut is caus- 
ing uneasiness to those who fear 
that it will bring on credit infla- 
tion. Experience shows, however 
that credits expand when busin 
opportunities, or possibilities of 
profit, are large, and contract 
when they are small, whether our 
stock of gold increases or not. 
Thus gold supplies do not domi- 
nate volume of credits, and the 
gold glut is harmless so long as 
our Federal reserve system is per- 
mitted to follow conservative bank- 
ing practices.”

HERE BY WIRE 
New System Trie dFirst Time 
in California 


Fast Takes Fifty-six Cars on 


Telegraph Bids 


Shippers Well Pleased With 
Test Auction 


The heads of Los Angeles fruit- 
shipping companies gathered in 2 
jarge room at 1321 East Seseventh 
street, opposite the wholesale ter- 
minal market, yesterday and wit- 
messed an extraordinary auction 
sale. 

For the first time on record, Call- 
fornia grapes were sold at auction 


over private telegraph wires, with 
tédders in Chicago, Pittsburg, New 
York and Boston, as well as Los 
Angeles. The bidding was spirited 
and within ninety minutes ffty- 
six carloads of grapes and two car- 
loads of northwestern apples had 
been sold. 

Weept that bidders were scat- 
tered over 2000 miles; the auc- 
tion sale was no different from oth- 
ers. The telegraph operator an- 
nounced as the first sale a carload 
of Open lugs Mataros. The first 
bid came over the wire from Pitts- 
bure—$75 a ton. New York coun- 
tered promptly with a bid of $77, 
Bosten lifted the figure to $80, Chi- 
cake cut in with a bid of $81, Bos- 
tom made it $83 and the _ tele- 

pher-auctioneer accepted a final 
Sia of $84 from Chicago. 


BUY FROM OATALOG 

This first sale was completed 
within one minute. Buyers ip each 
of the five cities held before them 
printed catalogs giving full infor- 
mation cancerning each car put 
up for sale, including number of 
car, point of shipment, date of 
shipment, where billed to, shipper’s 
mame, number of packages, net 
weight and description of fruit 
certified by Federal State Inspec- 
tion Certificate. All sales were 
made on an f.o.b. basis. 

At the close of the session, the 
Lae Angeles shippers expressed 
atromg approval of the new system 
for the rapid marketing of car lots 
of fruits and vegetables at auction 
im the four leading eastern con- 
sutiing markets. Several declared 
that they believe the new system 
will work a revolution in the Cal- 
iformia fruit industry.

Company since June 5, at which 
time Imperial Valley cantaloupes 
were sold each day at Pittsburg.

Federation Chief Ctiticizes 
“Times” for Its Open-Shop 
Policy 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor for 
forty-one years, appealed to Los 
Angeles union workers last night 
for mere organization. The ad- 
dress was delivered in the Lader 
Temple, 632 Maple street. 

Gompers made an energetic ap- 
peal for the support of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor movement, 
asking a national constitutional 
amendment on child labor. He 
declared the United States Su- 
preme Court had twice defeated 
laws framed at the instance of the 
federation, but declared he de- 
lieved the nation would enact a law 
which would prevent the toll of 
children. 

The federation cbief attacked 
newspapers in general and scored 
the Los Angeles Times for its open- 
shop policy and its backing of the 
American plan in Los Angeles. In 
the same breath he declared he 
would rather have the open oppo- 
sition of The Times than the hid- 
den attack of those within the or- 
ganization, rded under the pre- 
tense of friends. 

“Who cares what the Los An- 
geles Times thinks about organ- 
ized labor, or who cares for its op- 
position to the cause ef workers?” 
said the union chief. “American 
workers during the war gave their 
all and what followed was a move- 
ment to cut their wages under the 
open shop plan, misnamed the 
American plan.” 

The federation head arrived in 
Los Angeles for a brief visit and 
a conference with union heads here. 
It is declared the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is preparing to 
spend from %5600,000 to $1,000,000 
to disrupt the open shop policy 
under which Los Angeles has 
made such remarkable progress.
